E. S. Bradshaw. 


In a.Ueciptlng to withdraw 
from 


Its case a new revolver in order to 
exhibit the weapon to his employer 
Nicholas M. Stone, a collector for the 
Wrought Iron Range company, o£ St 
Louis, accidentally shot himself, in 
flicting a wound 
in 
the 
abdomei 


from which he died ten minutes later 
The tragic affair 
occurred at 11:3C 


o'clock this morning In the home o 
H. S. Bradshaw, district manager fo 
the range company, 511 West Wayne 
street. Stone was about 45 years o 
age. 
He resided at Telford, Tcnn 


•where he is survived by a wife and ; 
large family of children. 


Stone has been in the employ of 


the company at intervals for the past 
eight or ten years. He last came to 
Mr. Bradshaw on May 1 and was giv- 
en a place as collector and assigned 
to a territory in Ohio, leaving at once 
oa a collecting trip. He returned to 
Fort Wayne last night for the first 
time since his present employment, 
registered at the New Avellno hotel 
and this morning went to Mr. .Brad- 
shaw's office at his 
home 
to turn 


over notes and other collections and 
make a settlement with his employ-

"I want to show you my new revolv- 
er." As he did so he reached for the 
•weapon which hung in a leather case 
at his left side beneath his coat. The 
•weapon did not come into view, but 
there was a report of a pistol shot 
and Stone, with an agonized expres- 
sion upou his face, 
turned to Mr. 


Bradshaw and exclaimed: 


"My God! I'm shot." 
Mr. Bradshaw hurried to the tele- 


phone to summon Dr. H. V. Swerin- 
gen from his home, but a few doors 
away. 
The physician was not in at 


the moment and Mr. Bradshaw ran to 
his barn to tell his coachman to call 
a physician. 
Returning at once to 


his room, Mr. Bradshaw found Stone 
about to fall from the chair on which 


• he had been sitting at the time the 


revolver was discharged. He paused 
only long enough to lay the injured 
man upon the floor, place a pillow be- 
neath his head and then summoned 
the., police.

cers responded, and as it was believed 
Stone was still living an., ambulance 
was summoned. Dr. H. V: Sweringen 


• and Dr. Garrette VanSweringen had 


reached the home quickly and made 
an examination of the wound. Life 
was practically extinct, and within a 
few moments Stone breathed his last 
without having uttered a word save 
the single exclamation following the' 
discharge of the revolver. 


Bullet Through Holster. 


. Stone wore neither vest nor belt, 
and the holster which held the weapon 
at his side was tied to his suspender. 
Circumstances show1 that in withdraw- 
ing the revolver he had accidentally 
grasped' the trigger, and the weapon 
was discharged, the 
bullet 
passing 


through the back of the leather holster 
and penetrated Stone's abdomen near 
the pit' of the stomach and slightly to 
the left side. His death was immedi- 
ately due to internal hemorrhage re- 
sulting from the buHet wound. The 
bullet did not pass through the body 
but ranged downward and remained 
somewhere in the abdominal cavity. 


After Coroner 
Stults had viewed 


the remains the body was removed 
to the undertaking rooms of Klaehn 
& Melching. The weapon with which 
Stone had inflicted his deadly wound 
was a very handsome Colts automat- 
ic of 3S-ealibre, and was practically 
new. 
Mr. Bradshaw says it is the 


practice of many of the collectors to 
carry weapons, 
as' they frequently 


have considerable sums of'money in 
their, custody for a brief period. 


Stone had upon bis person a gold 


watch, a sum of money and papers, 
together with. various -trinkets in his 
pockets. Mr. Bradshaw says he was 
a man of excellent habits, thorough- 
ly honest and trustworthy and had 
been a successful collector. 
In his 


Tennessee;Borne he leaves a widow 
and five or*six children.

Rub over tho 
inside with salt, pepper and a little sifted-.sage. 
Make a 


'dressing, usin? a quart ilnu bread crumbs, three tablespoon- 
fills melted butter, a large apple, chopped, and one small ou- 
lon. a few sprigs parsley, minced, salt and pepper to season, 
and milk to moisten. Fill the body of the pig with this dress- 
ing, pressing full, then drawing the skin 
together 
with a, 


coarse needle and thread. Roll the ears and legs In oiled pa- 
per, bending: the fore feet under the body and the hind feet 
backward. 
Skewer in place. Put a corn cob or bit of hard 


wood between the jaws to keep them open. Put the pig in s. 
drippin?: pan. rub the skin with olive oil or butter, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and dredge with flour. Place in a brisk 
oven. Baste for a time with hot. water and melted butter or 
oilve oil, then Inter with the drippings. 
The easiest way to 


do this is with a swab of white cloth tied to a skewer. When 
the pig seems tender, which will be in from two to two and 
a half hours, remove the oiled paper from legs and ears and 
cook about fifteen minutes longer. 'Arrange on a large plat- 
ter 3 hod of watercress, or celery tips, lift the pig tenderly 
on it. remove the stick from the mouth, replacing it with a 
rmall rosy apple or a lemon, put a necklace of cranberries.
